The story of the aerial

nings is one of courage and 




determination. The men be- 
hind it overcame many difli- 
oilties. 

The story started in 1954 
when Tony Be van, alter 
obtaining lus flying licence and 
buying an old Acrnnca Chief, 
"got fed up with Hying about 
for no reason" — it was, he 
says, "like going around and 
around a lake in u moiorboat." 

On his jaunts up and down 
the coasl he often spotted 
sharks close inshore, so he 
started unofficial patrols, using 
rolls of toilet paper hurled 
in streamer fashion front 
the cockpit of the liny 
plane to warn surlcrs. 

In 1956 the UlawaiTa

F AST September my wife and I had an unforgct- 
" Cable experience. We saw Elsa, followed by her 
three cubs, burst iiun ihc clearing in the Kenya bush 
where the Adamsons periodically camped. The cubs 
ut themselves down (o look and walch, interested 
but aloof, while 'Elsa sprang toward Joy Adamson as 
toward an intimate friend, putting her great paws on 
Joy's shoulders and almost knocking her over with 
the vjgqr of he/ greeting.

the nature of an organised personality out of an 
animal's individuality, set of its instincts strung on the 
simple thread of its memory. 

Of course, something of the sort can happen with 
dogs or with chimpanzees. But in such cases the emer- 
gent animal personalities are elicited in domesticated 
or captive creatures, unable to escape from their cap- 
tivity into full natural freedom. But Elsa was fully in- 
tegrated with the life of the wild 

i find this not only interesting but moving. The 
story of Elsa, set forth in detail in this and Mrs, 
Adamson's previous book, demonstrates the wealth 
of potentialities in higher mammals, waiting to be 
drawn out and elicited into actuality. And it shows 
thai the best and perhaps the only method of dinting 
those hidden potentialities in any fullness is througli 
emotional but intelligent involvement, by way of 
what I have called understanding love. 

This. I think, is important. It is important for 



tile progress of science. It means that in the voung 
science of Animal Behaviour (or Ethology, as it is 
now called), the investigator will only obtain his 
most valuable results by supplementing his scientific 
objectivity with an understanding and even affection- 
ate approach to the animals with which he is work- 
ing. 

The main interest of the hook lies in its account 
of the psychological development 6f Elsa and her 
familv. 

Again, I expect that purists will quarrel with 
the word psychological: behavioural is now the 
orthodox term. But again I insist that it is correct.

# When Joy and George Adamson learned that Elsa 
had mated with a wild lion there began a long period 
of suspense and fears for Elsafs safety during preg- 
nancy. But finally Elsa brought her cubs out of 
their hiding place in the bush to see Joy. 



Fwas between August 29 and Sep- 
tember 4, 19/59, that my husband, 
George, actually saw Elsa and her lion 
courting. Quickly he made a calculation 
— 108 days gestation — this meant that 
cubs might arrive between the 1 5lh and 
2 1st December. 

When on his return to our Home at Isiolo 
he told mr what he had seen 1 could hardly 
bear noi [o Stan off for camp alone, for I 
was afraid that Elsa might now follow her 
mate into a world beyond our reach. 

But when wr arrived she was, there wait- 
ing for us by the big rock close to the car 
track. 

Shr was very affectionate and also very 
hungry. 

As oor tents werr being pitched, her 
lion started railing -and during the night 
he circled round the camp, while she re- 
mained with George, eating hearrily and 
quite uninterested in her mate's appeal. 

For two days she remained in ramp eat- 
ing so enormously that she was too sleepy 
ro move till the alteration, when she went 
out fishing with George. 

Doring the third night she ale so much 
that we were quite worried about her; yet 
in the morning, in spite of her bulging belly, 
she trotted into the bush with us and first 
stalked two jackals and then a flock of guinea 
fowl. Of roursc, each time she closed in 
on them they flew off, whereupon she. sat 
down and licked her paws. 

On our walk home Elsa, full of high 
spirits and affection, rolled me over several 
times in the sand, while I listened to the 
trumpeting of elephants which were much 
too close for my liking. 

That night she slept in front ol my lent, 
but just before dawn her linn started calling 
and she went off in his direction. 

Their calls were easy to distinguish; Elsa 
has a very deep guttural voice, but after 
her initial Toar only gives two or three 
whuffing grunts, whereas her lion's voice is 
less deep and alter his roar he always gives 
at least ten or twelve grunts. 

During Kiss's absence we broke camp and 
left lor Iiinlo hoping that she was in the 
company of her mate. We were able to 
return to the camp on October 10.

• One cub dangled from her 
mouth. 



an bnur after our arrival we saw her swim- 
ming across the river to greet us, but instead 
of lie exuberant welcome she usually gave 
us, she walked slowly up to me. She did 
not seem to be hungry and was exceptionally 
gentle and quiet. 

Patting her. I noticed that her. ikin had 
become extremely soft and her coat unusually 
glossy. T saw, too, rliat four of her five 
nipples were very large. 

She was pregnant. There was no doubt 
about it. She must have conceived a month 
ago. 

It is widely believed thai a pregnant lioness, 
who is handicapped in hunting by her con- 
dition, is helped by one or two other lionesses 
who act as "aunts." They are also supposed 
to assist in looking after the new-bom cubs, 
for die male is Dot of much practical use on 
such occasions and, indeed, is olten not 
allowed near the young lion* for sunie weeks. 

Since poor FJsa had oo "aunts," it would 
he our job to replace them. George and 
I talked over plans to help to feed her and 
avoid any risk of her injuring herself during 
her prrgnancy, 

1 was to stay in camp aa much as I could 
and at the nearest Game Scout Post, some 
twenty-five miles away, we would establish 
a herd of goats from which I could rollcel 
a few in my tnn k at regular intervals, 

Of the Africans working willi us, Nuru 
would remain with me to help with Elsa, and 
Makcddc would guard us with his rifle, 
Ibrahim rould drive, and I would keep one 
boy, the Toto (the word "Toto" means 
"child" in Rwahili), In act as personal servant. 

George would visit, us as often as his work 
allowed. 

As though she had understood our con- 
versation, Elsa hopped on to my ramp lied 
as soon as it was made ready and looked 
as if she thought it the only suitable place 
for someone, in her condition.

1 observed that her movements were very 
slow and that even the noise of elephants 
close by only made her rock her ears.

*ihe seemed very fit and ww not htinsjTy. 
Shr- left at dawn, but returned at tea-time 
when we were setting out fur our walk. 
We climbed up the Big Rock and sat there 
winching the lun sink like a fireball behind 
the mdigo hills, 

Ai first Elsa Wended into the warm red- 



dish color of the rock as if she were part 
of it, then she was silhouetted against the 
fading sky in which a full moon wa& rising- 
It seemed as though we were all on a giant 
ship anchored in a purple-grey sra uf built 
out of which a few inlands of granite outcrop 
rose. Ic was so vast a view, so utterly peace- 
ful and timeless, that 1 felt as though I 
weie on a "magic ship'' gliding away from 
reality into a world where man-created values 
crumble to nothing. 

Instinctively I stretched uiy hand toward 
Elsa, who :,ai tlose to me; she belonged to 
this world and only through her were we 
allowed tp glance into a paradise which we 
had lost, 1 imagined Klsa in the future 
playing with her happy little cubs un this; 
rode, tubs whose farhcr was a wild lion: and 
at this very moment he might be wailing 
nearby. 

She rolled on her back and huggixJ nic close 
to her Carefully I laid my lunii below her 
ribs to feel whether any life were moving; 
within her, hot she pushed it away, making; 
me feci as though 1 had committed an in* 
discretion. Certainly her nipples were already 
very large. 

Soon we had to return to camp, to rhe 
safely of our thorn enclosure, and the lamps 
and rifle* with which we armed ourselves 
against those dark hours in which Elsa's real 
lifr' began. 

This was the mom cut at which we parted, 
each to return to out own world. 

A few days later the evening was lit by 
lightning, a sure sign that the rain would 
start soon- Never had I greeted the first 
downpour with such a sense of relief. For 
this drenching meant Lhe tribesmen would 
Teturn to iheir pastures and temptation and 
danger would he removed ftoin Kha's path. 

Daily now rhe parched ground was soaked 
by shower*. The transformation whirh always 
results from the onset of the rains Is some- 
thing which cannot be imagined by anyone 
who has not actually witnessed it, 

A few days before wc had been surrounded 
by grey, dry, crackling bush, in which long 
white thorns provided the nnly variation in 
color. NOW on every side there was lush 
tropiral vegetation decked with myriads of 
multi-colored flowrrs, and the air was heavy 
with their scent. 

In camp, evening is the time that I like 
best, for it is then that one becomes aware 
■■f the monotonous vibrations of the crickets 
and the rumble of the elephant*, the hum 
of the bush, pierced occasionally by the cry 
of some nocturnal animal. 

Ti is then, loo, that one sees the great bell 
of light, some ten feet wide, formed by 
thousands, upon thousands of fireflies whose 
green phosphorescence bridges the shoulder- 
high grass. The flnnrescmt band composed 
of these tiny organisms lights up and goes 
out with a preeision which is perfectly syn- 



chronised, as though controlled by a mechani- 
cal device. 

1 had spent many rainy seasons in camp, 
but never before had I seen such a brilliant 
display. 

When Geurgc relumed, he brought a /.ebra 
fur r.U-i Tliis was a special treat. As soon 
as she heard the vibration.? of the car she 
appeared, ^pulled the "kill," and tried to 
pull rhe carcase out of the Lundrover. Then, 
rinding it too heavy for her, she walked over 
to where the boys were standing and, jerk- 
ing her head at the zebra, made it plain 
that she needed help. They hauled die heavy 
animal a short distance amid much laughter 
and then waited for Elsa to start her meal, 
Tn our astonishment, although zebra was 
her favorite meat, she did not eat, hut stood 
by the river roaring in her loudest voice. 

The tiott's share 

Wc presumed that she was inviting her mate 
to join to the feast. This would have been 
good lion manners, for, according to the 
habit of prides, while the females do most 
of the killing I In- v then have tfl wait lu 
nthrfy iheir hunger until the lion has had 
bis fill. 

The next morning, November 22, she swam 
across the heavily flooded river, came up to 
rhe zebra, and roared repeatedly in the direc- 
tion of thf rocky range uhich is on our side 
of the river* 

I noticed that she had a deep gash across 
one of hrr fmnr paws, hut she refused to 
have it dressed, and after she had eaten 
111 lunch as she could she went off toward 
the r ih~ lev 

Thai night it rained for eight hours, and 
the river turned into a torrent which it would 
have been very dangerous for Elsa to cross 
even though she is a powerful swimmer. I 
was therefore very pleased to see her in the 
morning returning from the Big flock. 

Her knee was verv swollen and she allowed 
me to attend to her cut paw. 

I noticed that she had great difficulty in 
producing her excrement, and when I in- 
spected the faeces I was surprised to see n 
n A I 1*4-1 ■ p pi cce of ?e h r ;i * k in which, wh en 
unfolded, was as large as a soup plate. The 
hair had been digested, but the hide WU 
half an inch thick. I marvelled at ihe 
capacity of wild animals to rid themselves 
of such objects without suffering any internal 
injury, 

For several daysi she divided her linte be- 
tween us and her lion. 

When George returned from a patrol he 
hrr.utjht Elsa a Real, Usually she drasyred 
her "kill"' into the tent, presumably tn avoid 
rhe trouble of having to guard it, but this 
lime shr left ii lying beside the car in a 
spot which could not be seen from the tent. 
During the night her mate came and had a 



good feed; wc wondered whether this was 
whai she bad intended. 

We were now faced with a problem. We 
warned to help Elsa, who was increasingly 
handicapped by her pregnancy, by providing 
her with regular food, but we did not wish 
to interfere with her relations with her mate 
by our continued presence in the ramp. He 
had a good right to resent I'his, but did he 
in fact objp^ct to us? 

On the whole, we thought thai he did not, 
and 1 think wc were justified in our opinion 
for, during the next six months, though we 
did not see him, we often heard his charac- 
teristic ten or t we 1st whuffing gnion and 
recognised his spoor, width proved that he 
remained Elsa's constant companion. 

Though he still kept out of our sight, he 
had becumc bolder and bolder, but an extra- 
ordinary kind of truce seemed (o have been 
established between us. He had come to 
know our routine as intimately as we had 
come to know his habits. He shared Eki's 
company with us and we thought thai in 
return he could fairly expert an occasional 
meal as compensation. 

In view of his attitude we stilled our 
qualms of conscience and stayed on. 

One afternoon, walking with Elsa through 
the bush, we climbed Lu the top of Elsa 1 * 
Favorite rock and took snme photographs of 
her. She posed beautifully until ihe heard 
her lion calling from just below; then she 
went down the rock into a sre^p ravine. 
Watching her, I was amazed that such a 
heavy animal should be able to keep its 
balance on the almost vertical rock fare. 

On December 1 in the afternoon she came 
hack and accompanied us when we walked to a 
rain pool: there she lay at the water's edge 
while I sat next m hrr and killed the tttlcc flies 
which, in the failing lighti were beginning tu 
bite 

Next morning George had to leave: 1 stayed 
on, and Elsa spent three days in camp with 
mr in spite uf the continual calling of her 
mate. 

JT was now nearly mid-Decrmber, and we 
believed that (he cubs mi|dii arrive at any 

moment. 

Et» waj so heavy ihat rvrry movement 
rued lu require an effort; if she had hern 
livinif a normal life ihe would certainly have 
taken cxercuc, so I did my beat 10 make her 
go for walks with roe, but she kept close to 
the tents- 

We wondered what place »bc would choose 
for her delivery, and even thought that since 
she had always considered our tent as her safest 
"den" the eubs might be bom in it. 

VVi therefore prepared a feeding-bottle and 
laid in some tinned milk and tome glucose* nod 
I read all the books and pamphlets f foula find 
on animal births and possible complications. 

The river was now in flood, and George and 
f decided to walk three miles downstream to

1 t h ante d < | U ic k ly into a frock and I 
then it was dark rnouwh in light the OUkUcs, 
1 called the men, who ranie diesied up for thr 
occasion, grinning but a little shy, for never 
before had they seen a Christinas tree nf this 
kind. 

1 must admit to having been myself deeply 
moved when 1 ww the litl!e'>ilvrr tree spark- 
ling in the Vats' darkness of the surrounding 
hiish, bringing the message of the birth of 
Christ. 

Un Chnptmaa Eve I always feel like a small 
child. To break the trnirion. 1 told the men 
about the European custom of celebrating 
Christmas K'- wiih a tree.

for "Elsa — Elsa, EIm." 

"l"he sxnind wemed to Hang on the air and 
I felt a lump rise in my throat — was she alive * 

Quickly I told the cook to bring in the plum 
pudding which he had brought from Isiolo and 
then tu pour brandy over it and light it.

: -Mrablc, We made straight f or the topmost 
U'ulder and from it tried tu look down into 
:!ir centre of the "*den " Wc saw no pug 
"lark* but there were signs that some animal 
had used it as a lie-up. 

N'earby we observed some old blood spoor. 
This was very close to the place where we 
«ero Elsa in labor, so we thought dtW 
he lud perhaps; given oirth to the cubs 
there, On the other hand, we had been within 
three feel of it on one of our previous 
marches and it termed almost impossible that 
Mu should have been there hiding her cubs 

• u! not made us aware of her presence. 

As though to prove that we were wrong 
<ii thinking this, after we had called loudJy 
fe»f half an hour, she suddenly appeared out 
of i duster of bush only twenty yards away, 
teemed rather shocked at seeing us, stared

We put our plan inio immediate operation 
and that afternoun went by car close Lo her 
lie-up, Wc knew that Elsa would associate 
the vibrations of ihe engine with us and with 
food. 

As wc i] cared the place where we had last 
seen her we started to call out — "Majl, 
Chakula, Nyama*' — Swahili words, meaning 
water, food, meat, with which Elsa was

While she had her head in a 
basin, which we had sunk in the ground to 
keep it steady, and was busy drinking, wc 
went off. She looked round when she heard 
the engine start but made no move to follow 
us. 

Two days later, George went off to Isiolo, 
Elsa stayed in camp with me till the late 
afternoon, then I saw hrr sneak into the bush 
upstream and followed her. Obviously she 
did not wish tn be observed, for when she 
caught my scent the pretended to sharpen 
her claws on a tree. 

Then, as soon as I turned my hack on her, 
she jumped at me and knocked me over, a* 
though to say, 'That's for spying on mel" 

Now it was my turn lo pretend thai I had 
only come to bring more meat to her. She 
accepted my excuse, fallowed me, and began 
eating again. After this nothing would induce 
her to return to the rub* until long after 
night had fallen and I was reading tn my 
teni and she felt certain that 1 would not be 
likely (o follow her. 

During the following days I went on taking 
food to the spot near to which we believed 
the cuhs to be. Whenever I met Elsa on these 
occasions, she look greaf pains in conceal the 
whereabouts of her lie-up. often doubling 
back on her tracks, no dnuht to puzzle mr. 

One afternoon whni I was pawing the Big 
Rock I saw a Very strange animal standing 



on it- la ihe' dim light it looked like a cross 
between a hyena and a small lion. When it 
saw me [1 sneaked off with the gait of a cat. 
ft had obviously sported the cubs and 1 was 
much alarmed. 

If I continued to leave food close to Ella's 
nursery, would it not a I tract predators? Alter- 
natively, if I kept the meat in camp and Elsa 
had tu desert her rubs to came- and fetch: it, 
might thry not be killed while she was absent? 
Fared with these two unaarislactory choices, 
I decided, on balance, to go on providing 
food near to her lie-up. 

When I did so on the following evening, 1 
heard thr growls of several lions close to 
me and Klsa appeared to be both very ner- 
vous and very tnirsty. 

Aftrr this 1 made up my mind that in spite 
of hrr disapproval 1 had better find out how 
many cubs there were and whether they were 
All right. 1 might then, be able to help in 
au emergency. 

On the 1 lib of January I did an unpardon- 
able thing. I left a Game Seoul (Makeddr 
was ill) wiih ihr rifle on the road below and. 
accompanied by the Totu. whom Elsa knrw 
well. 1 rlimhed the ro, k-f;ice calling re- 
peatedly to warn her of our approach. 

She did not answer. I told the To to to <a \»- 
off his sandals so as not tu make any noise. 

When we had reached the top we stood 
on the edprc of the cliff and raked the bush 
below with our field-glasses. fmmediaiely 
under us was the piacr from which Elsa had 
emerged the first rime, when we had surprised 
her and she had stood on guard. 

>fow there was no sign of her, hut (he 
place looked like a well-used nursery and was 
ideal for the purpose. 

Although 1 was concentrating very hard 
on my examination of th*- hiuk below us I 
suddenly had a strange feeling, dropped my 
field-glasses, turned, and saw Elsa creeping up 
behind the Toto. I had just time to ihoul a 
warning to him before she knocked him down. 
She had rrept up the rock behind us quite 
Silently and the Toto only mis&ed toppling 
over the el iff by a hair's breadth and that 
mainly because his feet were hare which gave 
him the chance of getting a grip an ihe rock.

My curiosity was immense 
and 1 felt tliat it woud be a happy compromise 
if he did "the wrong thins" and I were to 
prnfil by his tmsderd. 

(" J\r. afternoon, while 1 was at our home in 
Isiolo a hundred niilei away. George crept 
very quietly up tUsa's Big Rock and peered 
over thr top. 

Below he saw her suckling two rub*, and as 
her head was hidden by an overhanging rock 
he fell sure that she had not seen him. 

Having seen the family h George went back 
lu camp and collected a carcase. This he 
deposited near the nursery jnd waited to sec 
what would happen. Klsa did not come to 
fetch the meat. 'This made him feel guilty. 
The meat we had put near to where we 
imagined her to In- bad always been eaten. 

Did the fact that on this day she refuted 
to go near the "kill" indicate that she was 
aware that George had spied en her^ When, 
during the following day. she failed to come 
to camp, George feared that this might be the 
case. 

However, at nightfall shr arrived and was 
so ravenously hungry that she even con- 
descended TO cat a TDik T>ik, which she usually 
despises.

Thr brief sight Georgr had had of the two 
suckling rubs had not given him time to dis- 
cover whether they were normal or not and 
of course he could not trU whether there might 
be others hidden from his view. So on the 
afternoon of the 14th January, when Elsa was 
in camp feeding, he crept off to the Zom 
rocks, while I kept her company. 

For two days she had been constantly in 
this area, so we supposed that she had changed 
the place of the nurse rv. 

George climbed up to the top of the centre 
rnrk and inside a cleft saw three cub*: two 
were asleep, but the third was chewing at some 
sansevicria : i t looked up at him. but as its 
eyes were still blurred and bluish he did not 
think that it could focus well enough to sec 
him.

He tool four photograph, hut did not expect 
to prt good prinu, tor the cleft in which Ihe 
cuht lay war rather dark. While he wu doing 
this the two cuhj who hud been sleeping woke 
up and crawled about.

When he came back to camp and told roe 
the excellent ncwi £lia was itill there and 
quitr unsuspicious. 

At duik we drove her near to the Zom 
rocks. But only after we had tactfully walked 
away and the was reassured by hearing our 
voice* fadiiut into the distance did she jump 
off the l-androvcr and, presumably, rejoin the 
cubs. 

George now went back to Isiolo. 

A few days later — it wu 2nd February—

• An elderly spinster cousin of mine considers tbe show- 
iug of any emotion immoral — to her, anyone who sheds a 
tear is someone spoiled from the start by overinduIgenL 
parents. She hales the thought of "crybabies.* 7

>"metimes the tears of 
iirn.r! kilTle us. 

It's unpleasant to stand by 

- vitually while a child 
cries; for his tears may ask 
i- more than we can give 
at the moment in patience, in 
litne, in iiodemaoding. 

Ho we oftea exclaim, in a 
kraal of deapmlion. "Oh, 

■n't be such a crybaby!" 

Wc heard this phrase in our 
uym childhood, as our parents 
did before us. 

How strongly "crybaby" 
shows society's definite view 
thai weeping is a sign of weak- 
ness. 

In Australia thr warning 
'Don't be a crybaby** U 
uronglj associated with pion- 
eer days. 

Parents, proud nf the early 
independence of their children, 
secretly feared that the cbibl 
* ho cried when hurt or un- 
happy might be unable to mas- 
ter hard conditions and fell 
scrub, farm, handle stock, or 
'iliierwisc establish a success- 
ful means of livelihood. 

But this attitudr was quite 
unrealistic hi view of the 
physical and psychological 
make-up or mankind. 

A pruminrnt modem psy- 

tholugiil tiyi; 

"When a child is hurt, he 
should cry. 

"When weeping is the ex- 
pression ol a sincere emotion, 
the suppression of tears can set 
a dangrrous pattern. 

"As a child grows, he may — 
'I he has never been allowed 
"? ?V ~ ""d " increasingly 
rliffirult 10 express himself 
emotionally itl any way." 
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This psychologist treated a 
man whose marriage was al- 
most on the rocks for this very 

reason. 

"The pattern loved his wife 
and children, but he couldn't 
bring himself to show them 
any signs of affection," the ex- 
pert explained. 

"As a child he was con- 
stantly reminded that he was 
'tbe little man' of the house. 
So he must always 'be brave'; 
he must never cry. 

"And quite literally he never 
did cry. The man grew up 
with all ability to express his 
feelings, his emotions locked 
up inside. 

"The cure did not begin un- 
til at last thr man could weep 
He cried uver die death of his. 
father." 

ft has been said that an oc- 
casional good t ry may liter- 
ally be a lifesavcr to today's 
tension-racked man. 

ff a person can't cry when 
he ot she should, a natural 
outlet for the tensions under 
which we live today is lost 

Tensions 

Some authorities Ire! that 
serious physical complications, 
such as ulcers, heart trouble, 
asthma, and even skin erup- 
tions, may result from chronic 
leminns. 

Whai happens to us physio- 
logically when we cry is swift 
and simple. 

An impulse from the saliv- 
ary or lachrymal centre of the 
brain goes out immediately to 
the lachrymal glands nf the 
eyes; these glands fill up and 
the tears spit) over. 

Then the censor within us 
usually takes command and 
we wipe away the fallen tears 
and suppress any otlienj. 

We do this because we've 
learned our lesson wril that 
we mustn't cry. 

Yet a spontaneous flow of Jl 



tears is beneficial. Our family 
doctor explained it to me this 
way: 

"When we give way to the 
sorrow that welts up within us 
and weep unashamedly, if 
weep we must, wc are uot 
wasting our energy in trying 
to control a real emotion. 

"Look what happens bio- 
logically even to a little, child 



when he tries 10 stifle his tears. 
He holds his breath. His 
throat chokes up. In this 
effort to strangle the feeling 
that's surging up within, his 
rhruar muscles contract so he 
can't speak . . . not even lo 
get help. 

"And of e nurse nothing con- 
structive ran be done about 
the problem until the child 
can open up. 

"When people bold within 
themselves their feelings of 
pain or sorrow or any extreme 
emotion, the body's muscles 
contract, maLine them tense — 
an uncreative activity which 
•■an leave a person cxhaustrd- 

"If you held on 10 an iron 
rod tightly for an an hour, the 
muscles would be stiff with 
fatigue. 

"In this same way, a person 
who has concentrated on hold- 
ing hack his tears has little 
energy left for roping with the 
situation which aruuscd his 
feelings in the first place. 

"On the other hand, the 
person who has wept . . . has 
done something active and 
creative about the situation 
from start to finish." 

Crying has another benefit 
- — tears disinfect the eyes since 
they contain lysozyme, a 
powerful antiseptic capable of 
killing bacteria. 

However, we continue to 
evaluate crying tin moral 
grounds — we tell a child he is 
a "good boy'* if he doesn't 
cry. 

One day a little Ikiv of 
four or five with a ban- 
daged ami Lamr into our 
family dortnr's waiting-room 
shepherded by A nervous and 
chattering motber.

Another point: The whole 
problem is harder on lioys than 
girls, (or many parents think 
it's fair enough for 3 little girl 
to cry but quite unmanly for 
a little boy. 

But it's best to look for the 
reason any child cries. Com- 
fort a crying boy at he needs 
it and help solve hi* problem 
if you can. 

Above all, don't worry 
al»ui his "bravery." 

Society — other children, 
his playmates — will help to 
learh him ihal crying over 
every little scratch or hump . 
"just isn't done." 

But even as he learns this 
rattier harsh lesson he'll klj'jiv 
inside, lor all his life, that 
spontaneously, sincerely shed 
tears can never make him a 
coward or a sissy. 

As an adult, then, his capac- 
ity for living will be greater. 

Those who cannot grieve 
cannot rejoice, and those who 
fee] that they must hold back 
all their tears must, almost of 
necessity, lend to sacrifice 
sweet compassion to a uselessly 
stiff upper lip.

A MOTHER of iwo or more children 
■CS- is usually eager to leam all ihc 
short-cut sewing methods. 

She is inlereslcd in making a garment 
quickly arid well — one thai will Hand up 
in hard wear. 

A grandrmjlhrr or doling .hum, on the other 
hand, is mure inclined to make a -Stylish litlli- 
dress with line emhrctidery or applique and 
loving attention to detail. 

Whether you do it the fan and easy way. 
or >Jywly, with meticulous care, tewing for 
children ran be rewarding and Ion ol fun. 

Selecting a pattern 

Never lire age as the deciding factor in 
selecting a pattern lor a child. Children the 
same age diflrr widely in height, weight, and 

build. 

Choose the pattern according to the chest 
measurement lot either a girl or a boy. 

A short, chubby girl of fi may need a <ue 8 
lijiieru. while a tall, thin six-year-old nuv 
lakr only a sise 4 ]xatirm. Both would prob- 
ably need adjustment* is lenglh, but these 
rhangrs are far easier to make- llian ahrrine 
the whole pattern. 

nfleasareaaeate 

After you have the right size of pattem, 
take the child's measurement] and compare 
them with the chart on the bark of the pat- 
tern envelope. 

When taking a child's measurement, hold 
the Upe-nteasijre snug with a fingrr between 
the tape and body. The patient allows all the 
necessary ease. Hero are measurements you 
need. 

Cho.1: Measure tound the fullest pan of 
the rhrsL 

Waist: Takr a snug measurement at the 
natural waistline. 

Hips: Only needed for panls. Take It ihr 
fullest part nf the hips_ 

Rark waist length: Take from the base of 
the neck lo ihr ivnistline. 

Garment length: Takr in buck from the 
waistline to the finished hrndine of thr skirt, 
or from the side waist to the finished lenglh 
of the pants. 

Most ol these measurements ran be com- 
pared with thr measurements tin the pattern 
ens'elope. These additional ones make alter- 
ing ihe pattern easier. 

Front waist length: Measure from the base 
nf the throat to the waistline. 

Back and front shoulder width: Measure 
from armbcile seam tn armhole seam, 2'in. 
down from shoulder points. 

Top of shoulder: Measure I mm thr neck- 
line lo the point where the sleeve sets in the 
armhole- 

Thr pattem ran be adjusted from measure- 
ments alone. Adjustments on a rhild's pattern 
are easier than on an adult pattern, flic 
rhild's pattern needs adjusting only lor stzr, 
whereas the adult pattern musi be adjusted 
lor figure and posture faults. 

Take out all the pattern pieces for the dress 
style you are making. If the pattern waist b 
smaller than the child's measurement, divide 
the extra amount you need by four 
Add this amount to the side of the back and 
front patterns before you cut. 

Kor instance, if thr paltrra lias a 22in. 
waist Bsc and your child has a 24in. waist, 
the ditTerenre would be two inches. This 
amount divided bv four is Jin. You would 
add this amount lu the bark and front pattern 
pieces al the side seam lo increase the waist- 
line two inches. (Diagram I.)

Sew up the 
underarm of Ihc sleeve If it U a puffed 
sleeve, sew the gathers at eithrr end. Shirr 
afarve to fit armhole. Baste it into the drew 

The other end of ihc sleeve can be shirred 
to the approximate sire, but leave thr shir- 
ring threads loose so the sleeve can be ad- 
justed . 1 Diagram 5. j 

Sew up thr seams nf the skirt and gather 
the top nf the skirt as for any shirred skirt. 
Gather it to Gt the waist size. Then baste 
the skirt and the waist together. 

The dress is now ready to be lilted. There 
are no pins in the drrss. to stick or scratch, so 
the child won't mind the filling.

Let-out waistline

If your pattern does not have this feature, 
it is easy to add it. 

When you cut the bodice pieces, add a 
liitle extra iabric on the side seam of the 
back bodice. Do not sew up the back dam. 
If a shirred skirt is used, irarr the back skirt 
to sire of back bodice (Diagram 12). 

If the skirt is 
fined, cut the hack 
skirt larger to match 
the back bodice.

Seams — 




On most children's dresses 
you can use an inside seam. 
French seams are l>etter for 
very lightweight or sheer 
fabrics, except at the arm- 
hole, where French teams are 
never used. On a lightweight 
fabric, just stitch the armhnle 
seam a second time, «nt. 
from the original armhnle 
seamline, and trim (Diagram 
14). For a sheer fabric, stitch the armhale 
seam a second time. Trim and whip raw 
edge as on any sheer dress. 

With fabrics that ire both sheer and crisp, 
the scams have a tendency to irritate a child's 
tender skin. To avoid this, spread the arm- 
hole seams. Turn the raw edge of both 
seam allowances toward the inside. Over- 
cast folded edges together. This makes a 
hand-turned French iram (Diagram 15). 




Collar 

Cut the itjvfn r and under collar. 5c I any 
ruffling or trimming in the scam ai you sew 
ihr < nllar together.

Making raffling 

The softest ruffling is made on the bias. 
It can be eat in strips and hemmed. Most pro-

The 
trick is to new the edges trjgriher first id 
prevent twisting when it ts put through the 
niftier.

Scallops 

Scallops are a favorite trim on children's 
doihcjL To get them even and well ahaped, 
make a Lnsue-paper pa item.

DECORATION

Gelatine dishes need 2 to 4 hours* selling at 
normal refrigerator tcmperarurrs; rce<hcst 
*etting takes longer. Avoid ovcr-chming; jellies 
should be firm but not stiff". 

Mould clii (Ton- type jellies or spoon roughly 
into serving-dishes. Because mixture is opaque, 
fruit used to decorate base of mould should tw 
set in clear jelly. 

To give ijnoothness to frozen cweets, dissolve 
gclhtirtc and add. hot, to some of the chilled 
mixture. Mix well, blend into balance of mix- 
ture to prevent iLrieifdness.

Adit discovered that a penguin 
places steal importance to having .1 
white front, which is a recofpiitiun 
mark. Her birds paid more attention 
111 her white dog and cat than to her 
black dog and cat. 

Their chirks are big, Huffy, and 
brown. 

Penguins make twn kinds of noises. 

When 1 was lying in wait to phuio- 
jr.ipli some at a rookery at dusk I heard 
them narking like small dop, They 
were i nnverainR as they assembled in

People 
would stare, fascinated, as she arrived.
